NSF to Support Approximately 10,000 secondary school teachers of science and 
, New In-Service mathematics will benefit from after-hours training during 
ick Teacher Program 1960-61 under a new National Science Foundation program. The 
Foundation plans to support about 200 In-Service Institutes for 
~ Secondary School Teachers of Science and Mathematics that year, and had announced that 


it will accept proposals from universities and colleges interested in sponsoring such 

institutes. 

: These institutes are designed primarily to assist colleges and universities to en- 
courage teachers in local and outlying school districts to take advantage of scientific 
training facilities not otherwise readily accessible to them. During the academic year 
just beginning, about 8,600 secondary school teachers will be enrolled in these after- 
school institutes. 

Directions for preparing proposals may be obtained from the Institutes Section, 
National Science Foundation, Washington 25, D. C. Deadline for submission of completed 
proposals to the Foundation is November 30, 1959. Awards will be announced on or about 
March 1, 1960. 

In-Service Institutes for secondary school teachers of science and mathematics 
will offer work in the subject matter of science and mathematics especially designed 
for these teachers. Institute meetings will be held outside regularly scheduled school 
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hours -- e.g., evenings, Saturdays, or late afternoons -- so that teachers may 

attend while still teaching full time in their schools. A typical institute 
might meet once a week for two hours for the full academic year of about 30 weeks. 
Half of these meetings might, for example, be devoted to laboratory work. 

It is possible for a particular institution to offer courses in more than 
one subject-matter area in these in-service programs. Courses could be offered 
simultaneously, though not necessarily on the same evening, in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, biology, etc., for instance. Any given participant should 
probably be limited to attending no more than two of these if he is to find time 
to do a good job on each. The In-Service Institute program contemplates that 
each group will be kept to less than thirty members so that discussion may be full 
and free, 

Foundation support to In-Service Institutes will cover all tuition and fees, 
plus any other direct costs to the college or university attributable to the 

program and an allowance for indirect costs. Though the Foundation does not pro- 

vide stipend support for participants in the in-service program, the NSF grants 
provide funds to underwrite travel expenses in connection with attendance at the 
institutes. A modest book allowance is also provided for each participant. 


Corporated Aid to A 23.5 per cent increase in corporate aid to education 
Higher Education over the two years from 1956 to 1958 is revealed in a 
Shows New Gains survey of the country's 1,500 largest corporations re- 

leased by the Council for Financial Aid to Education. The 
gains were noted in a control group of 215 companies which reported grants to 
higher education in both years totalling $33,140,806 in 1956 and $40,917,571 in 
1958. 

"These increases were made during an ‘off profit' year," Dr. Frank H. Sparks, 
president of the Council said. He added, "This is encouraging evidence that the 
most alert business management in the world regards the financial support of 
higher education as of the first importance." 

Unrestricted gifts far outweighed any other type of giving to colleges, in 
1958. This indicated a statesmanship and thoughtfulness in corporate aid to 
colleges and was one of the most encouraging findings of the survey, according to 
the CFAE. Unrestricted gifts amounted to $16,619,255, or 34.1 per cent of the 
total of $48,771,277 given by 352 companies answering this part of the questionnaire. 
Of the designated grants, buildings and equipment commanded the greatest return, 
accounting for nearly 17 per cent of the total given. 

Of the 352 companies responding to the 1958 Council questionnaire, 137 were 
new or first-time respondents. This led the Council to believe that many more 
companies have "gotten into the act" in financing higher education over the past 
two years. 

Other increases noted in the survey were found in the rate of giving and the 
amounts contributed by individual companies. Twenty-eight companies during 1958 
contributed to education at the rate of one per cent or more of net income before 
taxes. This number is twice that for the “one per cent club" in the 1956 survey - 
@ sizable jump since the number of participants in the present survey increased 
only by one-quarter. Almost twice as many companies are giving $100,000 or more 
to education - 91 companies in 1958 as against 55 in 1956. 

"This kind of voluntary support from corporations can perhaps make it un- 
necessary for the federal government to do much more in this field than it is now 
doing," Dr. Sparks said. "If every corporation did proportionately as well as 
these companies, we would be well along toward meeting the emergency in the 
financing of higher education in America. From one-quarter to one-half billion 
dollars in new money must be found each year to provide the facilities and 
faculties required by the mounting enrollment pressures," he said. "This is

q Eight companies contributed despite operating losses in 1958. The establish- 
; ment of corporate foundations helped 157 of the companies to maintain continuity of 
: giving despite earning fluctuations, and one company, through its foundation, 
gave almost four times as much as it earned in 1958. 
Education received 28.4 per cent of the corporate gift dollar’ contributed 
for all causes during 1958, according to the 339 companies reporting their total 
programs in the survey. Thirty-three of these gave more than one-half of their 
philanthropic budget to education. Companies ‘reporting the highest in this 
respect were those in the lumber and wood industry, 46.7 per cent; transportation 
equipment, 41 per cent; stone, clay and glass, 40.7 per cent; and printing and 
publishing, 40.2 per cent. 


One company gave $5 million to education in 1958. Seven gave $1 million or 


more. 


The highest average gift per company was in the electrical machinery field, 
with 11 companies averaging $336,366 in educational grants for 1958. Chemicals 
were second, 25 companies averaging $247,371 apiece. Tobacco was third, 3 
companies averaging $247.353 apiece.

! Record Enrollment The nation's school and college enrollment, increasing 
: This Fall Foreseen for the 15th consecutive year, will reach an all-time 
: high of 46,480,000 in the school year 1959-60, 
Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has announced. This is an in- 
crease of 1,940,000 over the 44,540,000 enrollment for the 1958-59 school year. 
Commissioner Derthick estimated that a total of 1,563,000 teachers will be 
needed in both public and nonpublic schools in the coming year, whereas the 
number presently qualified is 1,368,000. Making up this total supply are 


| 
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1,248,000 teachers expected to continue in service; 97,000 newly trained teachers; 
and 23,000 teachers formerly employed with substandard credentials but now fully 
trained and certified. A part of this shortage will be met by former instructors 
returning to service, but the number cannot be determined. 

"The deficit of teachers will mean, in many communities, over-large classes or 
the employment of teachers without adequate training, or both," Commissioner 
Derthick said. "In many instances, it will also mean curtailing the number of 
subjects offered." Last year, elementary and secondary schools were 182,000 
teachers short of the total need. 

Intensifying the scarce supply of teachers, Commissioner Derthick said, is 
the teacher-turnover rate of 10.9 percent, which represents the proportion of 
teachers who leave the profession each year. Studies in progress confirm this rate 
as being more accurate than the 7.5 percent formerly utilized in calculating teacher 
shortages. 

The Commissioner pointed out that one out of every four persons in the United 
States is now attending school, from kindergarten through college. Last October, 
89.2 percent of boys and girls 14 through 17 years of age were enrolled in 
secondary schools and colleges. Ten years ago, 81.8 percent were enrolled. 

Anticipated enrollments for the 1959-60 school year in public, non-public 
and miscellaneous elementary and secondary schools are estimated, by grade levels, 
to be 33,460,000 in kindergarten through grade 8 and 9,240,000 in grades 9 through 
12, compared with 32,010,000 and 8,940,000, respectively, last year. 

Institutions of higher education expect a total enrollment of 3,780,000 as 
compared with 3,590,000 last year. 

Commissioner Derthick warned that swelling enrollments and their attendant 
problems are likely to continue for many years. Four years from now, he said, the 
school-age population--pupils 5 through 17 years of age-- will probably go as high 
as 48.8 million or 13 percent more than at present.
